Assessable Valuation Of 
All Kinds Is Fixed At 
$3,076,570 

A decrease of $322,675 in the 
value of Sierra Madre real and 
personal property subject to taic- 
ation for local purposes is shown 
in assessment figures for the 
1933-3-1 tax year just released by 
County A.ssessor Hopkins and on 
which the city and county tax 
levies for the current! year will 
shortly be laid. 

The total wealth of the city, 
including the intangibles consi.st- 
ing of stocks, bonds and solvent 
credits subject to State taxation, 
is given as $3.076,.570 as against 
$3,437,966,81 a year ago. The 
value of intangibles last year was 
fixed at $.596,291.81 and for the 
current year they are given as 
$.5.57,721.81, a decrease of $38,- 
721.81. 

Property .subject to taxation 
for city, county and school pur- 
po.ses consisting of land. Improve¬ 
ments and personal property, ex¬ 
clusive of the intangibles, is as- 
ssessed this year at $2,519,000 as 
against $2,841,675 a year ago. 

A tax rate for ail city pur¬ 
poses of $2.40 levied against la.st 
year’s valuation of $2,841,675 
brought in $68,200.20, of which 
$28,000 was budgeted to carry on 
the various activities of the muni¬ 
cipal government. 

A similar tax rate applied to 
this year’s asse.ssed valuation will 
produced only $160,456 anil it is 
with this situation before it that 
the City Council will proceed at 
once to the preparation of a 
budget for the current year. At 
several conferences held prior to 
rele.vse of this year’s nase,ssment 
figures members of the Council 
indicated that they would oppose 
an increase in the tax rate no 
matter* what the assessment fig¬ 
ures proved to be, but admitted 
they were at .sea as to where any 
civis'derable savings could be ef¬ 
fected without curtailing or dis¬ 
continuing some of the various 
services rendered the taxpayers. 
With the asse.ssed valuation now 
tentatively fixed they know the 
extent to which they will be 
obliged to cut to maintain the old 
tax rate. 

The total asse.ssable valuation 
of Los Angeles county is given 
by A.s.ses.sor Hopkins at $2,952,- 
535,433, of which $288,668,048 is 
in operative property such as the 
public utilities subject only to 
taxation by the .State. The C'ity i 
of Los Angeles, of course, leads i 
in wealth with Long Beach. Pasa- j 
dena, Beverly Hills and Glendale ] 
following in that order.

ITS FIRST SOCIAL AFFAIR

A rtists alone cannot build 
an art movement. even 
though they themselves are 
the foundation and rea.son for 
such a movement. History tells 
us that when artists have had in¬ 
fluential fiatrons, art has grown 
and flourished. Figyptian artists 
had their pharaohs and the no¬ 
bility for whom they carved and 
painteif .The golden age of 
Greece came with the combined 
efforts of Phidias, the sculptor, 
and Pericles repre.sentlng the 
Greek city government of Athens, 
who together worked to make 
their city the most beautiful In 
the world. The church of early 
days and the nobility fostered 
art. 

O.K. we have gotten these 
facts off our chest and now lets 
use them to make some com¬ 
parisons. 

On August 4th ,the Municipal 
Art League is to have its first 
open house. The date is within 
two days of two months since 
the league started its first cla.sses.

has been done without any source 


of income or financial .support— 
to see what has been done by 
.several dreaming artists who are 
willing to give aii they have - 
time and effort to make our 
city "'I’he mo.st beautiful in the 
world." 

As we have told you the hos¬ 
pitality and entertainment of tlio 
League was delegated to the ex¬ 
ceptionally capable Mrs. Alfred 
James Dewey, but to be frank 
and candid Mrs. Dewey is rather 
hog-tied in getting up adequate 
entertainment for the open house 
on August 4, owing to the rtict 
that to date we have not been 
able to snag, purloin or otherwise 
secure a piano for the "old barn.” 
Now this is a hard break for 
"Dick” Knost, eminent head of the 
musical department of the Muni¬ 
cipal Art League and Allied Ar¬ 
tists, Is willing to put on .some¬ 
thing a little better than good 
for this occasion but without a 
piano his part would be like food 
I without .seasoning. 

I We begged for a piano some 
I weeks ago but now here l.s some- 
i thing definite. We have In pros 
pect a goo<i piano which can 
be bought for $30. The League 
has not thirty dollars to Inve.st 
for this at pre.sent, but will not 
someone come forward buy the 
piano, own it and have it sent 
down to the "Olii Barn” for use 
of the League untli money can 
be rai.sed to pay for it or bet¬ 
ter yet accept work of the ar¬ 
tists who are making the League 
possible, in payment for it? 

Come on now everybody and 
let’s make this open house worthy 
ol out-of-town comment. Let’s 
figure out how we can get a 
piano in “The Old Barn." If you 
can figure it out and help, get in 
touch with THR NEWS, Mrs.

Single Mail 
Delivery In 
Effect Here 

(lovei’nnients Economy May 
Curtail Service Only Dur¬ 
ing Summer Months 

In order to carry out the regu¬ 
lations of the Department order¬ 
ing three days furlough without 
pay for each postal employee for 
each month of the September 
quarter, it wili be necessary, ac¬ 
cording to I’ostmaster Wright, to 
curtail deliveries and there will 
tx> but one delivery by carriers 
throughout the city for most oi 
the quarter. 

Mrs. Wright state(i "The.se fur- 
ioughs are a part of the admin¬ 
istration’s economy jirogram and 
postmasters have been instructed 
to lay off each employee the 
stated time but without any ad¬ 
ditional expense for substitutes 
to perform the work. Therefore it 
is necessary to rearrange all the 
schedules to give the best possible 
.service to the public ami to give 
the furloughs during the lightest 
periods of the day or week. 

“After trying the various 
methods, I decided the only work¬ 
able plan for this office which 
would give the most .satisfactory 
.service, was to start the car¬ 
riers out later, after Uio second 
mail is received at 8:30 a.ni., :ind 
give one comi>lete delivery all 
over town. 

"By this method the mail that 
comes in at 5 o’clock at night, 
the early heavy mail from Los 
Angeles and the eastern mail, are 
all delivered. ’I'he mail that comes 
in at 11 a.m. is very light and 
the minimum amount is delayed. 
F’ormerly the eastern mall wa.-i 
not delivered until afternoon, so 
there is actual speeding up of 
those letters. 

"I greatly regret the necessity 
for curtailing deliveries but it is 
un.avoidable. Several neighboring 
cities have been on the one de 
livery .schedide for .some time. 
We make a special collection 
from the street letter boxes In 
the afternoon .so letters deposited | 
in thi-m are picked up the same 
as when there were two delivre.s. 

"I have no official information 
but 1 believe this order wiM be 
either modified or rescimU'd aftei 
the September Cjuarter. These 
three months are the lightest in ;

Which was built by the 
county al.so. 

No Protest Filed; 
School Budget Is 
Finally Adopted 

Not a single taxpayer appeared 
before the .school board at its 
special meeting on Tuesday night 
nor was a written protest filed 
against the board’s budget for 
operation of the grammar school 
during the next school year. So 
it was adopted and .sent to Coun¬ 
ty .Superintendent A. H. Clifton 
for approval. 

The builget calls for a total ex¬ 
penditure of $43,816, of which 
.$18,158 will be raised by local 
taxation and $25,258 will be con¬ 
tributed by the county an<l State 
for avenige daily attendance.

Mrs. Hhidwin Quits Directory 
.And Work On Course 
Awiiits State Permit 

Promoter Joe Smoot has de¬ 
cided to wait until Governor 
Holph luis appointed the State 
racing commission and it has 
passed upon his application for 
a permit to operate his .Santa 
Anita Park Jockey Club at Sierra 
Madre .avenue and Huntington 
Drive before resuming operations 
at the track. The general im¬ 
pression is that there will be no 
difficulty about the permit being 
forthcoming in due time, and 
that this community will become 
the racing center of the .State, 
since .Smoot’s plans call for the 
rno.st elaborate establishment yet 
proposed. But Smoot seems not 
disposed to gamble further than 
he has already gone. 

Backers of the track at Bald¬ 
win Park .seem more sportily in¬ 
clined though their plans do not 
call for anything like the ex¬ 
penditure Smoot has undertaken. 
"They are rushing work on their 
project w'ith the announced pur¬ 
pose of opening the track in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Meanwhile it has been semi- 
offficially announced that Mrs. 
Anita M. Efildwin has resigned 
from Smoot’s board of directors, 
though it is denied that there has 
been any broach between her and 
the promoter or that his reluc¬ 
tance to proceed with the work 
of construction until he h.as been 
officially OK’d by the .State had 
anything to do with her decision. 
Instead it is stated that Mrs. 
Biildwin had never any interest 
in the Santa Anita Park tract 
other than being one of the les¬ 
sors of the property, that her ap¬ 
pointment to the board of direc¬ 
tors was purely honorary, that 
.Mrs. Biildwin has never been an 
owners of any Jockey club stock, 
and that the Baldwin interest will 
continue to work for the grant¬ 
ing of a permit for the .Santa 
-Anita Park course. 


SIERRA MADRE AN BACK FROM 
RUSSIA AND GERMANY TELLS 
OF CONDITIONS HE FOUND

B HINGI.NG a vivid picture of 
coniiitions ns they actually 
exist in Russia and Germany, 
Finest Hochman. former manager 
of the Kentia Palm Nursery, has 
ii'turned to .Sierra Madre after 
a three months’ trip abroad, 
which included visits to the prin¬ 
cipal countries of northern 
Europe. 

.Mr. Bochman left here April 1, 
traveling eastward through the 
Panama Canal following stop¬ 
overs in several of the Latin- 
American provinces. His entry 
into Ru.ssia was made via the 
Kiel Canal. During the 16 days 
spent in the Soviet Union, he 
visited the cities of Leningrad, 
formerly .St, Petersburg; Mo.scow, 
the present capital; Rostowai, the 
olil Cossack Capital; and Keiv. 

Extended every courtesy by the 
.Soviet immigration officials, .Mr. 
Bochman was permitted to go 
about without restriction and 
make his observations. In refer¬ 
ring to the outcome of the F'ive- 
A'ear-Plan, now in the second 
stage of ojieration, ln> expressed 
that, in spite of obvious failures 
to date and weaknesses in the 
structural plan, the vast Com¬ 
munistic program is destined to 
.succeed. He bases his conclusion 
principally on the fact that the 
rank and file of the Russian peo¬ 
ple are infinitely better off under 
the present system than they 
were during the Czar regimes. 
'I’he devotion an I loyvilty of the 
Russian mas.scs, particularly' the 
younger generation, will unti- 
mately bring about succe.ss, he 
believes. 

"Desiiite this favorable outlook 
for the triumph of the Soviet 
principles,” Mr. Bochman saiii, "1 
have no desire to live in Russia. 
Though the people there are re¬ 
ceiving better treatment than 
formerly, and are afforded great¬ 
er opportunities, they are still 
poorly fi'd and live much below 
the standards set up in other pro¬ 
gressive nations of the worlil.” 

.Socialism is being encouraged. 
.Mr .Bochman pointed out, through 
what he termed the ‘‘collecti¬ 
vizing’’ of the Russian peasantry'. 
By this method large numbers ot 
small farm hoMings are being 
combined into agricultural units, 
presilled over by Soviet admini¬ 
strators, thus assuming the char¬ 
acteristics of- distinctive com¬ 
munities where the inhabitants 
are iiermitted to practice the 
(irinciples of Communism. 

The first five years of effort 
by the Soviet Government was 
directed tow'ard the establishment 
of huge factories, Mr. Bachman 
stated, designed to turn out vast 
quiintities of farm machinery and 
equipment and this second period 
will lie devoted to the manufac¬ 
ture of commodities which are 


greatly in demand by the con¬ 
sumers. 

"'Ihere is a great shortage," he 
said, "of foodstuffs and other 
common living necessities and it 
is not an uncommon experience 
to enter a government store and 
find the shelves empty and the 
.sho]) utterly devoid of merchan¬ 
dise. ti<ough the customer’s pock¬ 
ets may be bulging ■with the So¬ 
viet printed paper money. The 
wage earners appear to have 
plenty of money but too often 
tliere are no goods to be bought. 
This is one of the outstanding 
faults of the plan. 

"The monetary system in ef¬ 
fect in Russia has no true basis. 
Money seems to be run off the 
printing presses at random. 
Workers are paid from 100 to 
500 rubles per month, but the ob¬ 
stacle that confronts the earner 
is to find a spending market, 
'i'he ruble, of course, has no value 
as foreign exchange." 

.-Aside from its chief export 
products wheat, oil and lumber 

Russia will offer no .serious 
competition in world markets for 
a long time to come, Mr. Boch¬ 
man asserted. It is his belief that 
the Soviet manufactured products 
are not of sufficient quality to 
attract buying powers of other 
countries. He holds to this opin¬ 
ion in spite of the fact that cer¬ 
tain Russian commodities have 
been dumped on foreign markets. 

Another fact that Impressed 
Mr. Bochman was the gross in¬ 
efficiency of Soviet industry. F'ac- 
tory- workers are lacking in 
training and initiative, according 
to his ob.servations. In the huge 
manufacturing plants, where 
thousands of workers are em- 
ployeil, confusion is every-whero 
in evidence, he stated, and three 
men are required to perform the 
work which one man would do 
in this country'. 

Mr. Bochman believes that the 
greatest problem before' the So¬ 
viet labor officials is caused by 
the constant influx of pea.sants 
into the cities, seeking greater 
earning capacity and opportunity. 
Contrary to popular belief, Rus¬ 
sian subjects are not compelled 
to work. Many beggars are en¬ 
countered on the city streets as 
a result, he cited, though pov¬ 
erty' is not so conspicuous as it 
is in .-American cities at the pres¬ 
ent time. 

The Russian army brought 
forth a word of praise from Mr. 
Bochman. He said that wherever 
the military is on display it cre¬ 
ates a splendid impression by iLs 
fine appearance and snappy 
manuvering. 

Art museums, so numerous 
throughout the Russian cities, 
have been pre.served, Mr. Boch¬ 
man .said, and suffered little dam¬ 
age from the fires of revolution.

political interference with his du¬ 
ties, is said to have an active 
campaign under way for That¬ 
cher’s place. Former Mayor A. N. 
Multer, of Arcadia, is also men¬ 
tioned as a probable candidate.

Its Registered Unemployed 
\\' h o A re At Work 

Employment is being given 32 
men and five women daily in 
Sierra Madre with funds provided 
by the County Welfare Depart¬ 
ment. Only 54 men and 12 women 
are registered for employment 
here under the terms laid down 
by the department .officials of 
which say the percentage of em¬ 
ployment as compared with regis¬ 
tration is greater than in any 
other city in the county. The 
work is being rotated so that 
all of tho.se registered will re¬ 
ceive some time, averaging from 
10 to 16 days a month. 

'Twenty-one men who have ' 
been employed in Bailey Canyon 
will be moved today on the city’s 
water project at the the city 
spreading grounds and in bring¬ 
ing waters of the little Santa 
Anita to the basins. 

Ten men are working at the 
.school grounds, constructing a 
flood control flume, grading the 
northern section of the grounds 
and building a stone w-all that 
will con.siderably increase the re- 
creation area. .

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Fire Loss In 
City Hits Its 
Lowest Mark 

Department Operated At Per 
Capita Co.st Of 82 Cents 
Chief’s Report Shows 

The annual report of Fire Chief 
W. D. Richard.s to the City Coun¬ 
cil .shows that there were 25 fires 
of all kinds in Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year ending June 
30 and that the total loss to 
buildings and contents was only 
$2,360, the asse.ssable valuation 
of real estate during the period 
being $2,841, 675 and there being 
1400 buildings. 

To carry on its activities the 
City Council appropriated $3,790 
and the actual cost of operation 
was held to $3,118.66, out of 
which the salary of a forest pa¬ 
trolman was paid, in addition to 
$180, an annual charge made by 
the U. S. F’orest Service for the 
protection of all the brush cov¬ 
ered area north of Grandview 
avenue. 

The per capita cost of main¬ 
taining the department was 82 
cents for the year and the per 
capita loss from fires was 62.9 
cents whereas, the report .says 
the per capita loss through fire 
in the United States amounts to 
$4.50. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that the city was given a sub¬ 
stantial reduction in irusurance 
rates as a result of the addition 
to the department equipment of 
the new big Pierce Arrow' truck 
built and donated by the firemen 
at the beginning of the year. 
With the equipment now on hand. 
Chief Richards says, the depart¬ 
ment is able to take care of the 
fire situation with twice as many 
buildings as there are now' here. 

Of the 25 alarms answ'ered by 
the department 11 w'ere for fires 
in houses, seven grass fires, five 
autos and two trees. The first 
aid crew was called in five re- 
susciation cases, gave first aid in 
14 cases here and 73 at Long 
Beach at the time of the quake. 

The fire losses are given as 
$1,765 on buildings and $595 on 
contents.

HOOSIERS TO PICNIC 


Barring an unexpected upset or 
deadlock in the State Legislature, 
California will shortly become the 
seventh state in the Nation to 
adopt a general sales tax as a 
cure for pressing revenue prob¬ 
lems. 

And the amount of the sales 
ta.x whether 2, 3 or 4 per cent—• 
will hinge, very largely, on two 
factors as yet undetermined: Ex¬ 
emptions, if any, and final de¬ 
cision on the advisability of aug¬ 
menting sales' revenues with ad¬ 
ditional income from other chan¬ 
nels. 

If, for example, foodstuffs and 
clothing are exempted from the 
sales tax, either the rate must be 
"upped" to bring in the neces¬ 
sary revenue, or some other tax 
measures must lie pressed into 
service to swell the total flow of 
income. 

From any viewpoint the prob¬ 
lem is fraught with the most 
serious consequences, with a tre¬ 
mendous need for honest and in¬ 
telligent action. 

Briefly, the need for additional 
State revenues, with which the 
Legislature is grappling, it two¬ 
fold: 

B’irst, due to the transfer of 
county and city school costs to 
the State (under Proposition 1) 
to relieve common property, the 
State faces a requirement of .'538,- 
000,000 per year, or $76,000,000 
for the coming biennium, in ad¬ 
ditional revenues. 

Second, due to present and im¬ 
pending deficits in the State trea- 
tury, the Legislature mu.st raise 
between $40,000,000 and $50,000,- 
000 additional to batence the 
budget. ’ 

In total .the amount of extra 
revenues which must be raised by 
the sales tax, or a combination 
of the sales levy with other 
special tax mea.sures, will run 
from $120,000,000 to $130,000,000 
for the biennium. I

Theatres, music halls and ballets 
flouri.sh and are well patronized 
under Government .supervision, he 
observed. 

Religion is dead in Ru.ssia, and 
plays little part in the lives of 
its people, Mr. Bochman declared. 
Adults, he said, are not re¬ 
strained from religious worship, 
ami many still attend church 
without molestation from officials, 
but every child up to the age of 
18 is denied religious teaching, 
except such as might be im¬ 
parted to them within the ob- 
.scurity of the home. 

Mr. Bochman entered Germany 
through Roland. He went directlj 
to Berlin where he remained four 
days. His visit was cut short in 
that city, however, because of 
the continuous street demonstra¬ 
tions that were taking place. 

"The brown-shirted adherents 
of Hitler were so greatly in evi¬ 
dence," he said, "and created 
such stir and excitement that I 
decided not to linger long In the 
seething German metropolis." 

Before leaving Berlin, .Mr. Boch¬ 
man wa.s privileged to see the 
great Hitler in person. From his 
hotel lobby just across from the 
railway .station, he witnessed the 
arrival and departure of the 
famous leader midst the pomp 
and ceremony characteristic of 
hi.s regime. Mr. Bochman said 
that he failed to observe any 
concrete evidence that German 
people have profited under the 
present leadership. 

Prior to his departure from 
Liverpool for the United .States, 
Mr. Bochman made brief visits 
in Copenhagen and London.
